Jones' Commission 
was to extend four yeais, and the claim 
is aet up in his behalf that he cannot 
be removed before the expiration of his 
term, and that the Senate will never 
confirm the appointment of his succes- 
sor. 
Democrats, and the Plaindealer 


especially, say the place has got to be 
vacated, and that trouble will - ensue if 
it is not. In this determination Arm- 
strong is backed by the Paynes.by Con- 
gressman Foran, by McLean and a ma- 
jority of the Democratic Congressmen 
from Ohio.

For 
some reason in which the public is not 
at all interested the Central Pacific 
dropped the sagebrasher, some time 
ago, and as a matter of course he 
couldn't be elected to any office in Ne- 
vada with the railroad opposed to him. 
It is said in the papers that Mr. Oassidy 
will endeavor to make it extremely trop- 
ical for the Pacific roads this Winter, 
and as Chairman of the committee he 
ought to be able to do something. 
It 


will be remembered by those who keep 
track of public men and measures, that 
Casaidy suddenly checked himself last 
Winter, in his violent anti-Mormon on- 
slaught. 
During the latter few months 


of the session he was seldom if evei 
heard in connection with Utah matters, 
and people wondered why the sudden 
change had come over him. The whys 
and wherefores are now unnecessary 
and unimportant; it is enough to know 
that the gentleman has again changed 
front, and anneunced to the interviewer 
that he is once more on the anti-Mor- 
mon track, and the way must bo cleared. 
From all of which we are inclined to 
warn the people of Utah tiiut they may 
be (prepared for a furious and irrepress- 
ible onslaught at any moment.

Owing to the crowded condition of 


the calendar, the House Committee on 
Pacific Railroads have concluded not to 
urge the consideration of the bills intro- 
duced by Congressmen Sumner of Cali- 
fornia and Belford of Colorado on the 
subject or regulating fares and freights 
on those roada. The effect of this act- 
ion substantially carries out the well- 
known instructions of the railroad lobby 
whose epigramatio language is "see 
that nothing is done." On the meetin g 
of the next Congress the distinguished 
authors of those bills will no longer hold 
seats in thai body, both having been de- 
feated in the last election. 
If these 


bills should by any accident ever be 
considered on the floor of Congress they 
will lack the powerful support of their 
eminently gifted authors. The action 
of the committee amounts to the indefi- 
nite postponement of the subject matter 
considered in 'those measures. The time 
may never again come when the treat- 
ment of the subject of interstate trans- 
portation shall fall into the hands of two 
so able and earnest champions of the 
people's cause. The bills referred to were 
introduced early last session, and their 
immediate consideration was eloquently 
and energetically urged by Mr, Sumner, 
but no time was found during that long 
session to give the matter the considera- 
tion its importance demanded. The 
record of the Democratic party for the 
present Congress has ended in resolu- 
tions, professions and promises, but no 
bill has or will pass into a law on this 
subject. They have shown well on dress 
parade for the past ten years, but when 
the battle actually comes on, they find 
it necessary to go to the rear. The sub- 
ject may safely be dismissed at least un- 
til the next Congress is organized.

The German army, on a peace footing 


in 1883 consisted of 427,274 men and 
18,118 officers, 
On a war footing the 


total strength amounts to 1,456,667 
men and 35,427 officers, with 312,731 
horses and 2,808 guna. This does not 
include the "Landstrum," a last re- 
serve. It is calculated that Germany 
may place in the field 2,500,000 men 
without drawing on her last reserves. 
The regular 'army of the United States 
on a peace footing numbers 26,048 and 
on a war tooting 3,268,300, which in- 
cludes regulars and militia, though it is 
estimated that there are 6,500.000 citi- 
zens who might be enrolled in the mil- 
itia in case of war. At the beginning of 
the Franco-German war the French 
army cumbered about 300,000 men and 
officers, and the Prussian army 640,000. 
During the war, however, Germany put 
into the field for fighting purposes 
1,146,350 men and officers. 


Since it has been announced that 


Justice Bradley ot the United States 
Supreme Court was unwilling to tender 
bis resignation before a change in the 
administration occurs, there have ap- 
peured a number of Democratic candi- 
dat«s for the vacancy, which, it is 
thought, is likely to be made on the 
bench, during the early part of the ad- 
ministration of President Cleveland. 
Justice Field who was auked about the 
matter, said that Judge Bradley is likely 
to retain his placu on the bench for 
many years. He said that Mr. Bradley 
is in vigorous health for a man of his age 
that his mind is active and clear, and 
that he is in every way fit for the duties 
of his office. 
He said there is not one 


of the associate Justices who is likely 
to hand in his resignation within a 
short time; that ;all of them "were ap- 
pointed by Republican Presidents, and 
<if they thought they would be compelled 
to resign at any time within the ensu- 
ing four years, they would do so now 
so that they might have Bepublican 
.successors
